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It may not be generally known among the advertising 
agencies that the Boston Pops Orchestra shares with 
gasolines, toothpastes, cereals, soap powders, deter- 
gents and deodorants the distinction of containing a 
secret ingredient, but it does —and one of the most 
subtle of all, at that. 

That secret ingredient is FF, but the secret can be 
kept no longer. For FF stands for Fiedler’s Folly — 
and here is a memorable sample of it, eminently suit- 
able for home consumption. 

Fiedler’s Folly may best be described as an encore 
for an encore or, as is often the case, an encore for 
an encore for an encore: hilarious musical travesties 
serving no purpose but te reduce an audience to 
shambles of merriment. 

A Fiedler program during the two-months-long Pops 
season in Symphony Hall is merely a blueprint any- 
way. It begins with something good and loud, say a 
Sousa march, to silence wagging tones and to cover 
the footfalls of the latecomers. There follow over- 
tures, symphonic movements, suites, medleys of mu- 
sical comedy hits, old-time favorites, waltzes, practi- 
cally anything, for Fiedler’s repertoire is as immense 
as it is imaginative. Between the classics and semi- 
classics, however, there pop out such FF’s as are con- 
tained herein, and from the moment they do the old 
Fiedler magic begins to cast its spell. 

The essential sock in these parodies, as Variety 
would say (and incidentally they are often Fiedler’s 
own ideas arranged with immense mastery of the 
orchestra by Peter Bodge), is the combination of 
familiarity with surprise, of old acquaintance with 
incongruity. Everyone knows the poor old Glow Worm 
from back to front, and the gulls of Ebb-Tide from 
beak to tail, while the cry of Johnny Ray is a house- 
hold joy — or anathema — everywhere.

Then, little by little, everything goes all 
to pieces: the gulls of Ebb-Tide shriek as though 
nipped in the rump by a quahog, the glow worm 
turns as though turned up by a spade, the cry of Cry 
becomes that of a stricken banshee, and Mozart not 
only matriculates, he coagulates. 

When they are oyer, the roar of laughter and ap- 
plause that rages through Symphony Hall has to be 
experienced to be appreciated. For that roar is the 
roar of spontaneous communication, of happy ee 
fication with happy people in a happy place. It is, 
short, the tangible evidence of FF; that of the eee 
ity to make a “joke while Beethoven looks down from 
the proscenium arch above. But Fiedler’s Folly is no 
folly. The full musical value of the occasion is always 
there. And besides, Beethoven loved a joke, too.

He was graduated from the Music Department at 
Harvard, where he studied theory under Walter Spalding 
and Edward Ballantine, and orchestration and composition 
with Walter Piston and the celebrated Georges Enesco: 

For two years Anderson served as a music instructor at 
Radclifle College. He has also done yeoman work for his 
alma mater as music director and arranger for the Harvard 
Band. Incidentally, the Harvard Band still uses Mr. Ander- 
son’s arrangements.

These 
witty and whimsical musical portraits are done with the 
easy affection of a native son of Harvard. 

Leroy Anderson’s musical career gained considerable 
impetus through his association with the Boston Pops Or- 
chestra and Arthur Fiedler. The Boston Pops gave Anderson 
a vehicle which could convey fully the richness and origi- 
nality of his talents. And the masterful conducting of Arthur 
Fiedler was also a decided asset. 

Arthur Fiedler’s beneficial influence on the career of Leroy 
Andeison can hardly be underestimated, It was Fiedler who 
first made Anderson fully aware of the fact that the com- 
poser’s talents were ideally suited to the medium of record- 
ing. Encouraged by Fiedler’s enthusiasm and by the fact 
that the Boston Pops Orchestra was available to give his 
compositions impressive and immediate performances, Leroy 
Anderson kept his musical pen busy. 

The problem of the contemporary American composer is 
a very serious one, because he usually encounters tremendous 
obstacles which block the performance of his music. Such 


practical considerations as recording costs, rehearsal time, 
and budget difficulties rear their dangerously effective heads 
and intimidate the poor composer even before he takes his 
pen in hand. Happily for Leroy Anderson, the Boston Pops 
and Arthur Fiedler eliminated the serious mundane obstacles 
which stood in his path. The results of this aid are a matter 
of RCA Victor record. 

According to Leroy Anderson, musical ideas come to him 
because he is constantly looking for them. “I have found,” 
says Mr. Anderson, “that the alertness for ideas soon becomes 


an unconscious habit that is always at work. For example, 


the idea for The Syncopated Clock came to me while I was 
occupied with scoring the orchestra parts of Promenade. I 
took another sheet of manuscript paper, wrote down the 
first strain of The Syncopated Clock and then went back to 
work on Promenade. There was no relation at all between 
the two pieces; so I couldn’t say how the title and the music 
of The Syncopated Clock arose. All I know is that the more 
you think of ideas, the more ideas you get.” 

Leroy Anderson does not require any special working con- 
ditions to produce his compositions. Some composers are 
apparently unable to concentrate properly unless they are 
comfortably established in quiet, congenial surroundings, 
unhampered by the mundane things of life. The imperturbable 
Mr. Anderson, however, once made a working sketch for a 
fine composition while waiting for a tardy mover to call for 
his furniture.

AMPA is a colorful opera, full of scenes of passion and 

violence. This three-act opéra comique by Louis Hérold 
scored a brilliant success at its premiére in Paris in 1831. 
It established Hérold’s reputation firmly. The opera has 
been praised for its dramatic values and its rich variety of 
melody. The plot of the opera involves pirates, Sicilians, 
priests and a marble statue with supernatural powers. The 
striking Overture is widely popular in this country, although 
the opera itself is seldom performed. 

The composer of Zampa, Louis Hérold, was born in Paris 
in 1791, and died in the same city in 1833. He was just 
twenty-one when he won the famed Grand Prix de Rome 
with his cantata, Mlle. de la Valliére.

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certainly exceptional; yet that is the reputation the younger 
Johann, composer of The Gypsy Baron, achieved. The elder 
Johann raised the level of dance music, infusing the waltz 
with melodic and rhythmic features that earned him the 
title “Father of the Waltz.” The younger Johann, whose 
waltzes number nearly four hundred was referred to as 
“The Waltz King.” His waltzes ceased to be mere accom- 
paniment to dancing. They portrayed the sentiments of the 
dancers with instrumentations that were tender, dreamy 
and voluptuous. Whereas classic composers utilized the 
dance form to build up the symphony, Johann Strauss the 
younger employed the symphonic resources of the orchestra 
to glorify the dance. When Strauss turned to composing 
operettas, there was great consternation, lest the concert 
hall and ballroom lose to the stage. But these fears were 
unfounded, for Strauss’ operettas teem with lovely waltzes 
and polkas, which have enriched not only the repertoire of 
individual pieces, but given a style and design to light 
opera that is as effective today as it was originally. 

Great masters have acknowledged the high value of his 
music. Wagner wrote in 1863: “A single Strauss waltz 
surpasses in grace, refinement, and real musical substance 
the majority of foreign products.” And Brahms, friend and 
admirer of Strauss, when requested to inscribe himself 
upon Mme. Strauss’ fan, wrote a fragment of the Blue 
Danube Waltz, and added the words, “Unfortunately, not 
by me—Johannes Brahms.”

HE art of pleasing all the people some of the time,

He has also done yeoman work for his 
alma mater as music director and arranger for the Harvard 
Band. Incidentally, the Harvard Band still uses Mr. Ander- 
son’s arrangements. Harvard provided Leroy Anderson with 
one of his most effective works, the Harvard Sketches. These 
witty and whimsical musical portraits are done with the 
easy affection of a native son of Harvard. 

Leroy Anderson’s musical career gained considerable 
impetus through his association with the Boston Pops Or- 
chestra and Arthur Fiedler. The Boston Pops gave Anderson 
a vehicle which could convey fully the richness and origi- 
nality of his talents. And the masterful conducting of Arthur 
Fiedler was also a decided asset. 

Arthur Fiedler’s beneficial influence on the career of Leroy 
Andeison can hardly be underestimated. It was Fiedler who 
first made Anderson fully aware of the fact that the com- 
poser’s talents were ideally suited to the medium of record- 
ing. Encouraged by Fiedler’s enthusiasm and by the fact 
that the Boston Pops Orchestra was available to give his 
compositions impressive and immediate performances, Leroy 
Anderson kept his musical pen busy. 

The problem of the contemporary American composer is 
a very serious one, because he usually encounters tremendous 
obstacles which block the performance of his music. Such 


practical considerations as recording costs, rehearsal time, 
and budget difficulties rear their dangerously effective heads 
and intimidate the poor composer even before he takes his 
pen in hand. Happily for Leroy Anderson, the Boston Pops 
and Arthur Fiedler eliminated the serious mundane obstacles 
which stood in his path. The results of this aid are a matter 
of RCA Vietor record. 

According to Leroy Anderson, musical ideas come to him 
because he is constantly looking for them. “I have found,” 
says Mr. Anderson, “that the alertness for ideas soon becomes 


an unconscious habit that is always at work. For example, 


the idea for The Syncopated Clock came to me while I was 
occupied with scoring the orchestra parts of Promenade. J 
took another sheet of manuscript paper, wrote down the 
first strain of The Syncopated Clock: and then went back to 
work on Promenade. There was no relation at all between 
the two pieces; so I couldn’t say how the title and the music 
of The Syncopated Clock arose. All I know is that the more 
you think of ideas, the more ideas you get.” 

Leroy Anderson does not require any special working con- 
ditions to produce his compositions. Some composers are 
apparently unable to concentrate properly unless they are 
comfortably established in quiet, congenial surroundings, 
unhampered by the mundane things of life. The imperturbable 
Mr. Anderson, however, once made a working sketch for a 
fine composition while waiting for a tardy mover to call for 
his furniture.

SIDE 1. ZAMPA OVERTURE 


AMPA is a colorful opera, full of scenes of passion and 

violence. This three-act opéra comique by Louis Hérold 
scored a brilliant success at its premiére in Paris in 1831. 
It established Hérold’s reputation firmly. The opera has 
been praised for its dramatic values and its rich variety of 
melody. The plot of the opera involves pirates, Sicilians, 
priests and a marble statue with supernatural powers. The 
striking Overture is widely popular in this country, although 
the opera itself is seldom performed. 

The composer of Zampa, Louis Hérold, was born in Paris 
in 1791, and died in the same city in 1833. He was just 
twenty-one when he won the famed Grand Prix de Rome 
with his cantata, Mlle. de la Valliére. In his native France, 
the work generally considered Hérold’s masterpiece is the 
opera, Le Pré aux Clercs, based on a historical novel by 
Prosper Mérimée. 

Hérold died just before his forty-second birthday. One 
of his last remarks might serve as his epitaph: “I am going 
teo soon,” he said; “I was just beginning to understand 
the stage.” 
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SIDE 2. THE GYPSY BARON OVERTURE 


It is not often that a famous father has a son equally 
talented. That the latter should eclipse the former is 
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certainly exceptional; yet that is the reputation the younger 
Johann, composer of The Gypsy Baron, achieved. The elder 
Johann raised the level of dance music, infusing the waltz 
with melodic and rhythmic features that earned him the 
title “Father of the Waltz.” The younger Johann, whose 
waltzes number nearly four hundred was referred to as 
“The Waltz King.” His waltzes ceased to be mere accom- 
paniment to dancing. They portrayed the sentiments of the 
dancers with instrumentations that were tender, dreamy 
and voluptuous. Whereas classic composers utilized the 
dance form to build up the symphony, Johann Strauss the 
younger employed the symphonic resources of the orchestra 
to glorify the dance. When Strauss turned to composing 
operettas, there was great consternation, lest the concert 
hall and ballroom lose to the stage. But these fears were 
unfounded, for Strauss’ operettas teem with lovely waltzes 
and polkas, which have enriched not only the repertoire of 
individual pieces, but given a style and design to light 
opera that is as effective today as it was originally. 

Great masters have acknowledged the high value of his 
music. Wagner wrote in 1863: “A single Strauss waltz 
surpasses in grace, refinement, and real musical substance 
the majority of foreign products.” And Brahms, friend and 
admirer of Strauss, when requested to inscribe himself 
upon Mme. Strauss’ fan, wrote a fragment of the Blue 
Danube Waltz, and added the words, “Unfortunately, not 
by me—Johannes Brahms.”

HE art of pleasing all the people some of the time, 
not to mention some of the people all the time, is one 

that can be mastered pretty well by any ambitious conduc- 
tor with a little ingenuity and generosity in his makeup. 
But the art of keeping everyone pleasantly entertained at 
all times seems to involve a secret upon which Arthur 
Fiedler, conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, holds a 
personal franchise. 

“By touching at some point everyone’s favorite style,” a 
critic once wrote, “Arthur Fiedler has apparently found 
the program formula for a rather heterogeneous public 
frivolously disposed on a warm night.” 

Well, this was written a good many years ago, as any 
good music lover could guess. The year was 1931, and 
Arthur Fiedler, though Boston and its musical circles 
knew him well, had only one year of the Boston “Pops” 
programs behind him. From a local phenomenon of im- 
mense popularity—a post-season series that has packed 
Boston’s Symphony Hall for several decades—the concerts, 
and the stimulating music and lively music-making they 
and Mr. Fiedler stand for, have grown into something 
which even the staunchest Back Bay devotee would admit 
is unquestionable in the universal domain. 

Today, twenty-odd years after Mr. Fiedler took the 
“Pops” in hand, one of his vast audience might well look 
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askance at his neighbor and question the descriptiou 
“frivolous,” for frivolity is but one of the many moods 
subject to Arthur Fiedler’s baton. And a warm night? So 
long as a turntable turns and one hundred and ten volts 
of serviceable current are available, the weather matters 
little. 

Mr. Fielder has been described on one hand as “the son 
of the, Boston Symphony Orchestra,” and on the other as 
“a blend of Beacon Street, Europe and the Stork Club.” 
He is a handsome, distinguished man of average height. 
His eyes are dark and his hair graying, and his manner, 
both on stage and off, is forthright and energetic. It has 
been said that he is the only famous conductor everyone 
calls by his first name.

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THE Boston Pops Orchestra under Arthur Fiedler, has 

become cne of the most famous musica! organizations of 
its kind in the country. Pops concerts in Boston’s Sym- 
phony Hall have become a nationwide institution and the 
pattern for numerous other concert series in leading cities. 
Fiedler, son of the late Emanuel! Fiedler, a famous musi- 
cian in his own right, has conducted the orchestra since 
1929, 

An index of the success of the Boston Pops Orchestra 
under Fiedler is the fact that the orchestra’s program of 
poputar-classics, piayed in Symphony Hall before capacity 
audiences which are seated at tables where beer and food 
are served, grossed $179,000 in 1947. The figure is greater 
than the total season’s gross of more than half of the 
nation’s major symphony orchestras. Income in the form of 
royalties from the Pops Orchestra’s RCA Victor Red Seal 
recordings add substantially to the Boston Symphony’s 
general fund. All personnel of the 97-man Pops Orchestra 
are drawn from the regular Boston Symphony Orchestra. 

Fiedler’s own career with the Boston Symphony goes 
back 33 years. A colorful figure on the local scene, Fiedler 
joined the second violin section of the Boston Symphony 
in 1915, carrying on in the tradition of his father, who also 
was a member of the string section of the orchestra. After 
three years as violinist the young Fiedler switched to viola, 
playing that instrument until the early thirties. Subsequent- 
ly he organized the Arthur Fiedler Sinfonietta and con- 
ducted the choral concerts of the Cecilia Society. 
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In the field of popular classics, heard in the concert hall 
and on records, the Boston Pops Orchestra has no peer. 
Under Fiedler’s direction the Pops repertoire has expanded 
to the point where symphonic music is programmed regu- 
larly, along with standard works from ballet, opera, folk 
music, marches, waltzes and a large number of composi- 
tions by contemporary American and European composers. 

Arthur Fiedler once wrote: ‘Perhaps the most serious 
consideration facing every conductor is the matter of 
choosing repertoire. An easy solution to this problem is 
the selection of time-tested compositions that have proved 
dear to music lovers through their repeated performance 
in the concert hall. But that is not enough if a conductor 
realizes his obligation to his audiences and to the cause of 
modern and contemporary composers. 

“One method I have resorted to in adding to the “Pop” 
repertoire is through unusual arrangements of familiar 
compositions. The vast body of music originally composed 
for voice or solo instrument and easily adaptable for 
orchestra is virtually inexhaustible. Many is the time I 
have had members of the audience come to me after a 
concert and ask, ‘Mr. Fiedler, what was that last composi- 
tion on your program tonight?’ Imagine their embarrass- 
ment when I explain that it was nothing other than Pop 
Goes the Weasel or Virginia Reel in modern dress.” 

You will find on this RCA Victor record a number of old 
favorites in modern dress, as well as some of the brightest 
melodies the famed Richard Rodgers has ever composed.

EVERAL seasons ago Arthur Fiedler and the Boston 

Pops Orchestra recorded a brace of musical comedy 
medleys featuring the memorable songs from South Pacific, 
Kiss Me, Kate, Brigadoon, and Annie. Get Your Gun. Hav- 
ing proved quite conclusively that they are as much at 
home with the music of Broadway shows as they are with 
the standard symphonic and concert repertoire, they now 
bring us very much up to date with the sparkling songs 
from two major hits of 1953 — Cole Porter’s Can-Can and 
Leonard Bernstein’s Wonderful Town.

Can-Can is Cole Porter’s colorful glorification of the Paris 
of the Toulouse-Lautrec era. Having lived in the City of 
Light for a number of years, Porter naturally became 
steeped in its social and musical life, so among all show 
composers he was the logical choice to write the songs for 
Can-Can. As might be expected, he has given us a score full 
of the gay abandon and the .wistfulness of a wonderfully 
colorful period.

a typical French music-hall ditty called C’est magnifique; 


a seductive Parisian waltz paradoxically titled Allez vous-en, 
and the attractive Montmartre. But not all the songs are 
French in title or flavor; there are also two fine ballads in 
the traditional Cole Porter manner — It’s All Right with Me 
and / Am in Love. You can hear them all in this potpourri 
(or mélange, if you prefer), performed with the same kind 
of zest that the Boston Pops displayed when they recorded 
Offenbach’s famous musical portrait of this era — Gaité 
Parisienne.
